N'aturally he is halled by the dlsloyal
German-American forces as a gulding
light, Hark to the "N>w Jersey Proio-
/eitunr" of August 16 last, one of the

most virulently German publications ln

the country:
"On the edltorial aide pleaslng rlear-

ress of vision often reigns and tkfl
endeavor to 1ft right and urderstand

ifig rule and likewiso an outspokrn di*-
trust of anglomania." However, the

N'ewark organ of the Kaiser fails to

recognlre and appreciato its fellow

propagandlsffl bhrewd camouflage, and

tnkes lively exception to the Raemae-

kera cartoona. Because of these (and
porhaps of the flae display) the "Frele-

7eitung" flnds the Hearst front page

regre'.tat ly dlfferent, and observes that

"this paper tries to ride two horses

runnlng in opposite dlrections."

One Hearst horae, at leaat, tllts eon-

rlstently in one direction so far as

Great Britain is concerned. Kngland
ll eternal anathema to Hearst. He

eehoea the "Hymn of Hate" wherever

epporninlty offera. His volce speaks

for the Kaiser-worsiVpping hyphenates

In thla country. Barely a fortntght
before our declaration of war a Hearat

paper edltorlaliied to this etTect:

"The German-Amerlcane aympathlsa
alth Germany bec.nse they regard an

Engllsh victory a* an evll to tho whole

world."
While Hearst dld not openly lend

countencnce to the hyphenate rejolcings
over the fata of tha Lusltanla, he

played hia characterlstically British-

baltlng roie ln the crisis which fol-

lowed. In hla view the Britiah, not the

Germans, were responsible for that

tragedy. Ho plously upbraids the Brit¬

ish Admlralty for not h.ving moro ef-

fectlvely protected the liner. To Herr,
Hearat the unfortunate Americans

glaughtered by the Kalser's U-boat are

almply "foolliardy persons who TOyaga
in belligerent ehips through sea war-

rones," and who therefore, presumably.
deserved their fate. As for the real

cauie of the dreadful death list, Heir

Hearat promulgated a theory woTthy of

th. aubtleit Teutonlc intellect It was

not rrally tho U-bo»t that killed .11

tfcoB. "foolhardy" Amerlcana. On th.

eontrary: "lneompotency of tho Luat-1
tanl. Crew Besponslble for the Great

I oa. of Hnrrun Llves," accordlng to

the Hearat hesdl'.ne.

Anyway, Herr Hearat, thlnklng along
rlght Teutonlc lines, cannot qulte aee

why the excitable Americans should bo
so stlrred up about it

"It ls to be hoped that thta Indlgna-
tlon wlll aoon be replaced by a cooler

coneeptlon of the situation," . . .

phllosophizes Hearat'a "Deutsches Jour-'

BaL" "It Ib of no pnn>o«e to appeal to

intematlonal law and to prove that

the British first violated intematlonal
treatiea deslgned to make aar more

humane."
Again we l'.nd the implication of un-

(omprehending furprise over American

resentment in this comment upon a re¬

port that the Allies' airmen had bombed

nn unfortified town:

"This report Is very seasonable, be-

raaaa the Americans are especially ln-

dlgnant that women and children who

hapnened to be aboard the l.uniUnia

»ere killed."

Apropos of the diplomatic corre-

spondcnce with Great Britaln over

American rights on the high r-ras, Herr

Hearat vents both his anglophobla and

his Bpite againat President WilflOfl for

the latter'a stand agalnst the U-boat

warfare:
"The Engliah government's answerto

the American note haa finally arrived
after four months. Every American

protest has been repodiated aa unjust
in thi*. answer, with an unheard-of im-

pertinence. Mr. Professor in the White

House has now a chance to show what

he meant when he wrote to Berlin:

.The Ameri-an government will con¬

tinue to utriie for the freedom of the

neas without rompromlse and hy all

means.'"
Thfl "Daataehefl .lournal" contributed

thi.. Latar It demanded an American

cmbargo against Eflflaad on the chargr
that Eflflaad wn« intarfering with onr

commerce.

The Baaaaa siakiag wba made the

occaaion cf a truly Hearatliehe out

burht. But not against the German

depredators. Paf from it! Againat
the Britiah, as usu.l, with an inferen-

tial justitication of the U-boat poiicy:
"We must maintain our rights, the

safety of our ships and the freedom of

the heaa with the eame boldness, the

.amr peremptorines* and the same de-

termlnatlon against any aggressor

against German Rohmarlne war¬

fare. and againBt British crulser war¬

fare. This Is the only conrse open to

a aelf-respecting people."
Which is all earj atraight, sonnd

American dectrine bo far. But now

Mr. Hesrst change* abruptly to Herr

Hesrit:
"And, so far as we csn see, that is

the only request which Germany cou-

ples with her frank compltance with

our demands."
Farthar, the Kalser's chief American

propagandist twlsU the Sussex mattcr

to the uses of his own poiicy and of

prospective Heamt profits by making it

a peg upor, which to hang another of

his blood-curdling yawps for war with

Mexico.
On the verge of war Herr Hearst

could eee nothing in this n.tion's par-

ticipation ln the stmggle other than a

cafa-paw move for the benet'it of the

hatcd Engliah.
"The pro-British newspapt-rs of New

York are mistaken In asauming that

Ihey could make the public dlssipate
the money of this country In the in-

tereat of the Allles and aend the youth
of thla country to the European sl.ugh-
ter hoose to do a favor to a foreign
government. The r4rpresentative of

War Itself, when (despite thia as-

.ured prophecy) it wa. deelared by the

United Btatea, inaplred Herr Hearst to

tpasma of xarlcolored mockpatriotlam
on hl. front Page, but otherwlae aerved

only to render him a little leaa out-

apoken in his anglophobl.. In a atyle
of bombasticism suggesting some of

hia patron'a Imperialistio manlf.stos

he proclaims, on April C4:

"We openly fltate to Washlngton that

the whole nation . . . la willlngto
make an American war for Amerira'a

rlghtii and Interestfl, but that the ma-

Jority. and the gr«*at ma|orlty at that,

,. not wllllng at all.to state It mlldly

.to fight for Kngland."
Four months later he is still harping

upon this aame atring of Kngland's ad-

vant.ge.
"The Prc»ldcnt% reply to the Tope'ii

peace message MAY be the reply of all

the Alllea. But unleae we have for-

gotten the waye of the Engllsh, atudled

at cloae range for several years, there

is Juat something of a 'aour note" ln

their Joyous appreelation of Mr. Wil-

aon's answer. Fossiblv he emphasiied
a little too strongly for Kngllsh taste

the fact that America really wanta

NOTHING but peace, Some othera

abroad would like Juat a lcetle Bome-

thing more eubstantial than peace,

when Bcttlement comes. It has not

been England'e custom to go to a

peace eonference after vietory and re¬

turn with an empty satchel."

Of late, howexer, Herr Hearsfi bit-

ternesi of apirit has been alloyed wlth

some cold drops of cautlon. German

though he remains in his soul, he pre-

serres enough of his American shrewd-

ness, perhapa, to realize that there

is a roint beyond which it is not aafe

to reckon upon the forbearance of the

Vunkee temper. Hence one is less likely
r.ow to discover open editorlal pro-Ger-
manism thnn the ilyei innuendo of

klat and sugge.-.tion, or 'hr subtle but

rowerf'il Ir.fluence of picture or rar-

toon. With what ikameloai perverslon
tkfl Ka::-er!ing of the pre?s uses the

camera for his parpoaea is well IHbb-
trated by a photograph upon which a

typical editorial is based. The picture
hhows two Canadian officers bending

them koldfl. Their attitude and expre*-

sion woald BMfgoai to h normal mind)

that th^y weri medical men rtudying
the effecta cf high-power misailOfl on

modem annor. There are graxity and

nttentivcness in their face.i. But Hearst

doesn't read it that way. He interprets
the picture as that of two Allied bmtes

gloating over the fate of a slaughterej
foe, anu headlincs it: "His Skull Was

Shattercd. Ha! Ha!"
"There wa* onre the hrad of a Ger¬

man soldler inslde thi* steel helmet.

. . The ( anadian ofheer is telling
what a goeid joke it was. . . .

ing af a Frenchman's ei an Fnglich-

N'ext to Eaglaad Herr Hearfll katofl

"Baron Huroki of tektfl pr -nably

It is true that, in consequence of

a threatened movernent to suppregs
the film in tho Far West, the pmducer*
"cen?ored" it to the extent of alteritig
the Japanese naines and giving them a

Mexican tlflfe. But they did not al%r
the faces or the uiiforms; these re-

main utiu.i -takably Japancne. Thus we

have in the motion picture theatres all
over the country u play proflOBtlag ar,

al!y nation ia the act of plottmg and

warrine; Bfaiaet fkil country.

In his editorial eolumns and car-

toons Hearst ably backs his hatred-in-

citing "mov ie." He has lor.g rreachrd

Ihst "Japan liopea and confldently ex

pecta to domlnata the Paciflc Ocean."
Thla Ib tho Bort of thlnf that IIear»t,
In his taKerne»a to serve tha German

rauae, waa perpatratlng In 191A:

"Day by day we play Japan'a game.

We work onraelre. Into a fnrlon. rage

of partlaanahlp over the war In Eorop*\
which I. not r.lmcl at na at .11. . .

Japan Bteadlly pursuea her preparatlon
for war npon us."
Thla Ib followed up by a typlcal

Hearst cartoon. rcprescnting Japan aa

a crafty and prowling eat; also by
threatening lettera purportlng to

emanate from Japanese anbjeets.
Agaln, the Hearst papera proclaim, ad-

dreislng the government of the United
Statei:

"If you should declde npon a conrae

that Inevltably meana war with Ger¬

many, that moment Japan would pre-

pare to atrlke her blow at u. . . .

nnd Japan would moat certalnly for-
sake the Alllea and Joln the Teutonlc
powers In order to be free to strlke her
blow at ii«"

As the entry of this country into the

war grew nearer and nearer Hearst
rontinued beatinc furlously the anti-

lap tom-tom. As a epeclmen of his

genius for prophecy, take this. which

wai publiihed early last March:
" I he plain probabllltlea In the event

of nnllkely bnt still poeaible diaaater
¦tl that Mexlco wonld take onr South-
woat and reatore It to barbarlum, that

Japan would take th. Paclflo Coast."

etc, etc

To the country at largo the Zlmmer-
mann note dlsclosur4re, with their aelf-

betrayal of German plottlnga ln Mex¬

lco, eerved aa warn'.ng againat the

perila of German Intrigua and roused
general resentment againat tha clumsy
Teutonlc schemera. Not ln tho warlike
brrast of William R. Hearat! Bia re¬

sentment was against Japan, though
that nation had been ln no manner

comprorr.ised by the revelatlcn. He
resurrects his pet bogey, of an alliar.ee
between Ormany, Japan and Mexico,
and ealls on the United States to keep
"out of war as long an we can w-ith
honor" (iaiagiaa adjusting tho nation's
destinies to a Hearat. conception of na¬

tional honor!) and prepare for "the
eventual war which must come"; l. e ,

the war with Japan.
Even after we had ranged ourselvea

beside Japan against the Central
I'owers Hearrt did not hesitate to ini-

pute, in an editorial of July li, the
baaast treachery to our Orienta! ally:
"This nation may yet have to face

alone a comhinatlon of the Central

Emplrrs and Japan before the war Is
over."

Whenever Germany's case was at its
worst in this country Hearat shrewdly
trotted out the Jap bogey, to divert at-

tention from his friend, the real foe.
Thaa it was when ruthle6s subniarine

depredations had strained the Amer¬
ican temper to the brraking point,
Hearst has a word of justif.cation, or

at least of c.xpediency, tn favor of the

¦ea-slayers who had been destroying
the lives of helplesfl ncutralj. And, of
cour.'c, he pondrrously drags Japan
into it- Hc writes:

"The other day 'The American' «ald

cditoriallv that we oufjht not to go loo

far in restrictins; submarlne warfare.
berause BBflM da> we would need to

iise submarines to beat off Japan's In-

evitable altaiK."
\Shich, followed through to its con-

,'iw-ion, wonld se m to mertn.

"I.et's not prot,".! against GenrtHn

Japan't, war with Uus«ia was

only a joke."
And here, in a late June editorial,

the great pro-Gertnan editor takes a

double-handed slap at the two objects
bt his Tcutonic dtrision and dislike;
tha aabjaei being Japan's supposed en-

croachtner.ts upon the trade of tha Al-
lies:

"If you a«k our opinion as to real
,|i«iil<- - of patriotir intclligencc and
patnotic ahility to look after yourself
in this war, we selert England and
Japan aa the leaders.with nobod)
third."
